Pretty 17-year-old Jovita Lopez Valenzuela was brutal¬ 
ly hiurdered on the night of May 2 by her husband! 

Her last thoughts—her last words—as she lay crumpled 
and dying in an irrigation ditch near Irvine, were for the 
man who had crushed her skull with repeated blows from a 
heavy automobile jack. With her dying breath she forgave 
him for his crime. Then she implored him to run, quick, to 
get away before he was caught. He turned and ran, left with 
moans ringing in his ears. He has heard them ever since, 
while he skulked fearfully from$- 


A 16-year-old Mexican boy was 
shot and killed last night for peer¬ 
ing into a room where a woman 
was undessing. 

When William Kraemer, scion of 
a prominent Placentia family, 
heard his wife scream in the bath¬ 
room where she was preparing for 
bed, he picked up a .32-calibre re¬ 
volver and ran to the front porch 
He saw a man standing under 
the bathroom window and shouted 
at him. 

As the man turned to flee, 
Kraemer fired three shots, aimed 
at the running’s man legs. He said 
he did not know whether he hit 
him. 

Boy’s Body Found 

This mornnig the body of Fran¬ 
cisco Go'mez, 16, was found in a 
vacant lot, just a few feet from 
his home. He had been shot 
through the groin. 

The coroner’s office and pohre 
today were conducting an investi¬ 
gation definitely to prove that the 
man fired at by Kraemer and the 
dead boy were the same. An ou- 
topsy was to be performed this aft¬ 
ernoon at 2 o’clock by I>r. .1. J. 
Montanus, county autopsy surgeon 
An inquest will be conducted to¬ 
morrow afternoon by Coroner Earl 
Abbey. 

Kraemer'a Story 

According to Mr. Kraemer’s 
story, shortly before 9 p. m. yes¬ 
terday. he and his wife returned 
to their home from a shopping 
trip, and prepared to retire. Mr. 
Kraemer was in the front room 
when he heard his wife scream. 
Mr. Kra.*mer picked up the re¬ 
volver and rushed to the porc h. 

"I looked around the side of the 
house and saw a man standing 
under the bathroom window,” Mr. 
Kraemer told officers "I became 
excited and yelled at him. He 
started to run, and I yelled again. 
‘Stop,’ I said. But he kept on run¬ 
ning. 

Fired Three Times 

“When he was about 50 feel 
away, running across a vacant lot, 

I yelled again, and when he didn’t 
stop I shot. I fired three times, 
aiming at his legs. I didn’t want 
to kill him. I’ve never shot at a 
man before, but I was excited, and 
I guess the recoil of the gun made 
me shoot higher than I was aim¬ 
ing. 

“He kept running even after 1 
Bhot, and I didn’t know whether J

The 29-year-old Robinson, often 
called the ‘‘lone wolf kidnaper,” 
surrendered without firing a shot 
and was hustled aboard a plane 
and taken to Louisville. There, 
Federal Attorney Bunk Gardner 
announced that he would seek the 
death penalty and fight any de¬ 
fense plea of insanity. 

In admitting the kidnaping, 
Hoover said, Robinson confessed to 
slugging Mrs. Stoll on the head 
with a lead pipe. 

Hoover quoted Robinson as say¬ 
ing he “paid plenty for protection” 
during his year and a half flight 
from justice.

In an effort to save the Santa 
Ana school district approximately 
$12,000 annually in interest on the 
$615,000 Green Bill loan, the school 
board last night determined to 
seek advice on the possibility of 
retiring the loan with bond money. 
The money to be used would be 
taken from the bond money re¬ 
cently voted at the bond election 
last December. 

There is some question as to the 
legality of selling bonds for the 
purpose of retiring a loan, and the 
board authorized the secretary to 
communicate with the law firm of 
O’Melveny, Tuller and Myers. Los 
Angeles, in an effort to secure an 
opinion on the matter. The fee 
agreed upon will be $250. 

At present, the school district is 
paying an interest rate of 4Q per 
cent on the loan. Bonds for con¬ 
struction work at the high school 
were sold for as low as 2 1 : x per 
cent, and for that reason, if bonds 
can be sold for the purpose of pay¬ 
ing off the loan, approximately 2 
per cent in interest can be saved 
annually.

A wide-awake Pasadena soda 
clerk, Lynn Allen, apparently gave 
the agents the local tip that led 
to Robinson's capture. He noted 
that a “woman" customer spoke 
in a mumble in an evident at¬ 
tempt to disguise “her” voice. 

Glancing at her wrists, he noted 
that they were "thick” and her 
neck "mannish " So he told the 
police of his suspicions and gave 
them the number of the customer's 
sedan. 

Had Ransom Money 
Soon after the capture, the 
agents of the federal bureau of in¬ 
vestigation flashed the word to 
their chief here. Hoover was at¬ 
tending a prize fight, hut he left 
it instantly and called reporters 
to his office. 

“We’ve got Robinson," he 
smiled. “Took him in Glen¬ 
dale, Calif. 

“He admitted his identity and 
will be removed Immediately to 
Louisville.

Florence Nightingale died Aug. 
13. 1910. at the age of 90 

Her life and indomitable spirit 
of service are perpetuated in last¬ 
ing memorials in Santa Ana’s hos¬ 
pitals—in hospitals throughout the 
world. Hospital day today is a 
recognition of her great work.

The referendum on proposed 
amendments to the federal order 
regulating shipment of citrus 
fruits will close Friday, it was 
announced today by Farm Advisor 
Harold Wahlberg. Ballots and in¬ 
formation may be secured at the 
farm advisor's office. The amend- | 
ments affect orange and grape¬ 
fruit growers in California and 
Arizona. 

Both the amendments are de¬ 
signed to increase flexibility in 
administering the marketing pro¬ 
gram. One amendment provides 
for increase in the allowable over- j 
shipment which a shipper might 
make in addition to his weekly 
allotment. Under this change the 
shipper may overship in a week. 1 
instead of 5 per cent as at pres¬ 
ent, a maxium of 10 per cent, or 
one carload, if 10 per cent of his 
allotment is less than one car- I 
load. The following week a de- | 
-■iction would be made in his al¬ 
lotment to compensate for the 
overshipment. 

The other amendment would al¬ 
low exchange of allotments be- j 
tween different prorate districts. 
At present allotments may be ex- I 
changed only within a district. ' 
Provision is made for restriction 
of exchange of allotments to pre¬ 
vent abuse of the privilege, Mr. 
Wahlberg said.

Santa Ana and vicinity are on 
the brink of a new era of develop¬ 
ment, in the opinion of Ray Good- 
cell and his publicity and promo¬ 
tion committee of the chamber of 
commerce. The chamber's board 
of directors has recognized the 
new epoch by ordering enlarge¬ 
ment of the committee to 25 mem¬ 
bers. This expanded group will 
study means to take advantage of 
the approaching opportunities, Mr 
Goodcell announced today. 

"If you were sitting on a gold 
mine, what would you do about 
it?" asked Mr. Goodcell in outlin¬ 
ing the future he sees before this 
region. 

"In exclusive regions around 
I-os Angeles property sells as high 
as $.10,000 an acre just the bare 
land,” he said. “We have plenty 
of sites even more beautiful, with 
just as excellent outlooks, and 
with beach regions adjacent to it 
which surpass anything in the 
state. Yet we are content with 
prices of $2000 an acre Why is 
this'”' 

Tells Possibilities 

Mr. Goodcell told the chamber 
boaril of directors at yesterday's 
meeting that development of New¬ 
port harbor has brought unbounded 
possibilities to the country sur¬ 
rounding it. It is the only real 
yacht harbor on the coast, he said. 
An aggressive, constructive move 
to take advantage of this “gold 
mine" would mean tremendous de¬ 
velopment for this region, he pre¬ 
dicted. 

This section has orange groves 
and hillside property which make 
idea! sites for the type of beauti¬ 
ful homes which people with 
money desire, he explained Here¬ 
tofore the only value which has 
been attached to an orange grove 
is its strictly commercial value. 
Its worth as a residential site has 
been entirely overlooked, he said. 
As long as this type of property 
is just what people with money 
are looking for, why shouldn't its 
value as residential property be 
realized? he asked 

Horrworth to Talk 

Mr. Goodcell said there is no 
reason why values of $10,000 to

into citrus acreage if its residential 
possibilities are capitalized.

MANCHESTER. Eng., May 12. 
ifPi Dr. Buck Ruxton died on the 
gallows of the Strangeways jail 
today for the "Devil's Beeftub" 
slayings of his wife and a nurse¬ 
maid. 

Mrs. Violet Van Der Elst. mili¬ 
tant campaigner against capital 
punishment, encountered a hostile 
reception from a large crowd out¬ 
side the jail while the dark, sal- 
low-skinned Parsee physician was 
hanged for England's most grue¬ 
some crime since the turn of the 
century. 

Mrs. Van Der Elst, determined 
to protest against the execution, 
drove up to the jail in a limousine 
accompanied by two loud speaker 
vans. Police turned back the 
trucks, not permitting them to 
approach the jail. 

The 36-year-old Dr. Ruxton was 
hanged shortly after 9 a. m. 

Promptiy 15 minutes later a 
black flag was run up in the 
prison tower in evidence that Brit¬ 
ish justice had exacted its penalty 
for the murder of Mrs. Isabella 
Ruxton and the killing and dis¬ 
memberment of her maid, May 
Jane Rogerson, sometime last 
September. 

Actually. Dr. Ruxton, who de¬ 
serted his Parsee wife in India in 
1925 to come to England, was 
convicted and hanged only for the 
slaying of the woman he married 
while studying in Edinburgh. 

The crown prosecution charged, 
however, that he also killed Miss 
Rogerson, slashed her to bits and 
cast both bodies in the "Devil’s 
Beef-tub" ravine near Moffat, on 
the Scottish border. 


Attorneys for Orange county 
newspaper interests, which are 
holding bills for nearly $6000 
worth of advertising incurred in 
the name of the county last Oc¬ 
tober, will file suit against mem¬ 
bers of the board of supervisors 
for payment this week, is was in¬ 
dicated today. 

The suit will be filed by Thomas 
Kuchel, Anaheim attorney, who 
is representing the publishers' in¬ 
terests, together with Leo Friis, 
also of Anaheim. 

Members of the board will be 
sued individually for money dam¬ 
ages in connection with the case, 
Mr. Kuchel has said, since man¬ 
damus proceedings against Coun¬ 
ty Auditor W. T. Lambert to force 
payment of the accounts have 
failed. 

Says County Can’t Pay 

The bills were contracted during 
the fall water bond campaign, 
when the board, as the board of 
directors of the Orange County 
Flood Control district, authorized 
the insertion of advertisements 
urging passage of the bonds. The 
bonds were defeated, and when 
bills were presented to Mr. Lam¬ 
bert he refused payment. 

Presiding Judge G. K. Scovel of 
the superior court ruled that the 
beard had exceeded its authority 
in authorizing the advertisements, 
and that Mr. Lambert could not 
legally pay the bills. 

Considerable doubt was ex¬ 
pressed today as to whether the 
board could be held personally 
liable for an act committeed in 
the name of the county, regard¬ 
less of the decision of Judge Sco¬ 
vel. The mandamus proceedings 
were instituted by the Huntington 
Beach News through Publisher 
James Farquhar to test the case. 
Only $140 was involved. 

Will Force Issue 

The superior court case, how¬ 
ever, probably will entail payment 
of the entire $6000, spokesmen for 
the publishers said. A. W. Mc¬ 
Bride of La Habra, chairman of 
the publishers committee, was in 
Santa Ana yesterday afternoon 
completing preliminary arrange¬ 
ments for the court test. 

Whoever is responsible, the 
newspapers hold they inserted the 
advertisements in good faith, and 
are entitled to payment, and they 
intend to force a definite expres¬ 
sion as to the legality of their 
cause.

Mrs. V. C. Shidler was elected 
president of the I. T. U. women’s 
auxiliary, meeting at the home of 
Mrs. J. W. Jones, 1135 South Par- 
ton street. 


Santa Ana s first store build¬ 
ing was erected by the man who 
founded the city in 1869, the 
late W. H. Spurgeon. 

The building was located at 
the northwest corner of Fourth 
and West streets. West street 
is now called Broadway. It was 
a rough redwood structure, 
18x36 feet in size. 

In this building Santa Ana 
transacted its first retail busi¬ 
ness. In the very beginning, 
Mr. Spurgeon was almost his 
only "customer," but soon other 
settlers began to arrive and the 
store became a center of civic 
interest and activity. 

A general merchandise store in 


the pioneer days served as a 
meeting place, and many im¬ 
provement projects were first 
brought to light in discussions 
over the counter. 

Mr. Spurgeon brought about 
the routing of the stage line 
through Santa Ana, which stim¬ 
ulated its growth. He was ap¬ 
pointed postmaster. In the early 
days the names of those for 
whom mail had arrived were 
called off and they claimed their 
letters. If they were not there 
the mail was placed in cubby 
holes for them. 

Settlers were attracted by the 
possibilities of the country 
around Santa Ana, and the town 
began to grow. In 1889, when 
Orange county was carved out 
of Los Angeles county, Santa 
Ana became the county seat.

the pedicle flap, which resembles 
the handle of a suitcase. After 
this flap has been attached by 
one end of the temple area so that 
it gets blood supply from that 
point of contact, is ready to be 
dropped down over the new ear 
structure and be moulded into 
place. 

Light given off by a vitamin, 
strong enough for newspaper 
reading, was exhibited by Dr. 
George C. Supplee, associate di¬ 
rector of research of the Borden 
company. The light reveals the 
presence in foods of vitamin B2 
sometimes called vitamin D. 

This vitamin appears in one of 
the constituents of milk and other 
foods called laxtoflavin. The 
amount of vitamin is proportional 
to the amount of lactoflavin. In¬ 
visible ultra-violet rays cause 
lactoflavin to fluoresce giving off 
an intense golden yellow glow. 

The exhibit presents this meth¬ 
od as the speediest one yet found 
for calculating the amount of lact¬ 
oflavin and hence of the vitamin 
in the food. 


KANSAS CITY, May 12. </Pi— 
Use of part of a human rib to 
build a new and shapely ear by 
plastic surgery was demonstrated 
to the American Medical associa¬ 
tion here today in the exhibit of 
new medical science. 

The technique, through which 
mismated ears can be matched, 
was exhibited by the University 
of Kansas school of medicine. It 
was developed by Earl C. Padgett, 
M D. 

The piece of rib, taken from the 
cartiledge at the base of a rib, 
forms the shell-shaped framework 
for the synthetic ear. The skin 
to cover this cartiledge, and to 
form the soft fleshy “tire’’ con¬ 
stituting the ear’s outer border, 
is taken from the neck. 

Afterward the skin thus lost to 
the neck is replaced by skin taken 
from the thigh so that no neck 
scar is apparent. 

The skin from the neck upon 
which depends the final sightli¬ 
ness of the new ear is moved by 
detouring it first to the temple 
by the plastic method known as

OARP MARCHES ON 

To the Editor: In our last ar¬ 
ticle to your valued paper, which 
carries our feeble messages to the 
many thousands of readers in the 
southern part of California, we 
said, “Time Marches On," and so 
does the great Townsend plan.

This caravan, 
as you read this, is over half way 
on its long journey, and they have 
held big mass meetings at every 
nightly stop, and the enthusiasm 
at those public nightly meetings 
out-clips anything that has ever 
been heard of in this country. 

If the jitters continues and the 
fever gets much higher, with a 
family row in the Bell committee, 
it is very probable that this mat¬ 
ter will get onto the floor of the 
house for discussion. That is to 
be hoped. As stated above there 
are 429 congressmen in the hou.se 
of which about 100 are for the 
Townsend plan. They want to go 
back to congress. They know 
their onions. Turn loose 100 on 
the floor of the house for this 
much talked of law and those with 
the jitters will find their tempera¬ 
ture running higher and higher, 
and possibly reaching the bicak¬ 
ing point. This too. in the face 
of two big national conventions 
that will name the presidential 
nominees sets the old political 
parties to guessing. 

It just does seem funny how 
everything lends strength to the 
Townsend movement, and if you 
doubt these words just go out 
and contact a thousand of them 
and see if it is not a fact they 
are positively determined to meet 
each other at the ballot box on 
Nov. J. H. Walsh, 206.‘J New¬ 
port road.

I T WOULD have been a real wallop to California schools 
if the appeals court yesterday had voided the state 
sales tax instead of upholding it as constitutional. The 
sales tax is the largest producer of cash for the school 
system—and if it goes out schools all over the state will 
be crippled. 

It would have been a wallop, too, for Orange county. 
The county is receiving more from the sales tax fund than 
it is putting into it, according to information given us. 
Up to June 30, 1935, the county paid $1,547,155 in sales 
tax. But during the same period it received from the 
state, principally through the sales tax fund, a total of 
$3,456.300—or over twice the amount paid out. 

Incidentally, there's a scheme underfoot to repeal the 
sales tax and substitute the dangerous single tax at the 
November election. The single tax would be ruinous to 
California homes and farms. Watch out for it!
